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Abstract 

ELECTRIC WRENCH FOR VEHICLE REPAIRING 
This utility model pertains to an electric wrench for repairing vehicles 
comprising a 12 V direct current motor (01), a transmission gear unit, a chassis 
(10), an inertial energy storage body (15) and a drive shaft (17). Its 
characteristics are: There is a sliding gasket (32) at the outside rear end of the 
chassis (10). The gasket (32) is tightly fitted with and controlled by the clutch. 
Inside the enclosed cavity formed by the chassis (10) and the energy storage 
body (15), there is a hammering plate (12) fixed at 60° angle. There is a sliding 
hammered plate (13) in the middle of the drive shaft (17). At one end of the 
sliding hammered plate (13), there is a spring (22). There are shafts (33) passing 
through the chassis (10) in between the sliding hammered plate (13) and the said 
gasket 32. This utility model can automatically and rapidly remove and reinstall 
the vehicle tires. 
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
